Aviation Education 
High School Sister Maxine Simmer,

THIS time nearly every one inter- 
ested high school teaching has 
heard about the new course aeronautics 
which will offered all junior and 
senior boys and girls who are interested. 
Early last spring John Studebaker, 
commissioner education, sent letter 
the superintendents and principals every 
high school the United States request- 
ing that they include such course their 
curriculum. Many 
themselves once. The usual questions 
accompanying such procedure came into 
the minds those concerned. Principals 
asked questions like these: Where will 
get teacher who qualified teach 
aeronautics? What are the qualifications 
aeronautics teacher? Will extra 
teaching devices required, and how 
much expense will entailed? What 
course the curriculum will the aviation 
course replace? Will required sub- 
ject elective? What are the prereq- 
uisites and what kind students will 
admitted the class? How much credit 
will given? 

Teachers, too, who were asked teach 
aeronautics asked many questions. What 
will the course include way material 
content? Will mathematical 
nature? Will physics involved? Will 
there laboratory work connected with 
it? Are there any textbooks the market, 
and so, which ones will best use? 
What are the objectives such course? 
Where can syllabus obtained? 

Some these questions were answered, 
least part, literature later sent 
out Studebaker. Since this would 
entirely new course the high school, 
organization for existed. The govern- 


ment, realizing that schools and teachers 
would not well equipped such short 
notice, left the details worked out 
teachers and school heads. Once again the 
fact that live democracy was 
brought home us.

time. Most teachers decided favor 
the latter. Any teacher knows the worth 
information this kind.

Teachers the workshop were divided 
into five groups according their educa- 
tional background and their choice. These 
groups were: (1) navigation; (2) meteor- 
ology; (3) airplane engines; 
aspects; (5) aerodynamics and structure 
and design. The work these subjects 
was carried out each group separately 
the afternoon from two four o’clock. 
Perhaps the procedure these groups 
would better understood showing 
what actually took place one them. 
Take, for example, the aerodynamics 
group. Five committees were formed, 
namely: objectives, content, bibliography, 
materials (experiments, activities, etc.) 
and problems and applications. The idea 
was that each committee the group 
would work out its topic with reference 
aerodynamics the high school course. 
The committee working objectives was 
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asked report the next meeting since 
was agreed the group had know why 
they were teach aerodynamics this 
course, and just what aim before they 
could decide any the other topics. 
The next meeting came. The objectives 
committee presented each teacher the 
objectives. The steam was on. Heated dis- 
cussions held sway. Finally only six ob- 
jectives were left and tentatively accepted 
the group. Many thought more could 
accomplished the objectives the 
content the aerodynamics were known. 
Others contended content could not or- 
ganized until they knew what they were 
aiming and another vicious circle 
was born. Round and round they went 
until exhaustion and time mercifully ap- 
plied the brakes. Weary 
energy, perspired their racing, teachers 
filed out, each one wishing more had been 
accomplished. The contents committee was 
the spot for the next meeting. The day 
arrived. Again each teacher was given 
duplicated copy, five pages long, con- 
tent considered essential high school 
aerodynamics. This meeting proved 
not interesting the first. Things 
moved much slower, because the teachers 
were not well enough acquainted with the 
subject matter turn the heat too 
high. However, the end the session 
teachers knew more about aerodynamics 
than when they entered. Among other 
things they knew what they did not know 
about and that good beginning. 
was, moreover, challenge. Some teachers 
sighed dismay; others grinned cheer- 
fully. The physics teachers had certain 
light their eyes that had not been there 
for long time. Here last was some- 
thing. Applications end for the so- 
called dry laws physics! Things were 
going better for the teacher, for the 
student, and for Uncle Sam.

However, because its newness 
and for fear additional expense their 
already overloaded parishioners many 
pastors have hesitated place this very 
worth-while and necessary program the 
parochial schools. 


Physical Condition Our 
Children 


our small community found many 
families the lower income group and 
about one year ago set out experi- 
ment with this program. After securing the 
services nurse found upon exam- 
ination that 150 children out our total 
school enrollment 180 were underweight. 
The range was from two thirty pounds. 


The Necessary Equipment 
After securing the advice the Works 
Projects Administration the problem was 
placed before the Home and School Asso- 


ciation. view these statistics the 
mothers the children were only too 
glad cooperate with securing the 
necessary physical equipment. Through 
the efforts this organization were 
able add additional equipment over and 
above that used the ordinary parish set- 
up. were already equipped with 
room large enough used cafeteria. 
Through the efforts these women, guided 
the pastor, sufficient equipment was 
placed the cafeteria serve, one 
sitting, 175 children. This included stoves, 
dishes, glasses, silverware, pots, and pans. 
During the course the year other equip- 
ment was gradually added, such as, 
refrigerator, potato peeler, 
smaller kitchen utensils. 


The Works Projects Administration 
Takes Charge 


When all this was prepared the Works 
Projects Administration placed charge 
supervisor, two cooks, and three junior 
cooks. The supervisor was appointment 
and the cooks were taken from the WPA 
rolls. These people took complete charge 
the kitchen, the preparation and serving 
the food. The project was known 
Unit 1801 under the Works Projects 
Administration Community Service Pro- 
grams. was then the work the pastor 
and the HSA both support the program 
and sell the various 
parents the children. 


Financial Problem 


Since the program was intended for the 
service all the children, was necessary 
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make available all. The most 
feasible solution, which found work 
out very successfully was issue tickets. 
For those who can pay, the price the 
ticket cents per meal. However, 
order that there may distinctions 
between those who are paying and those 
who are not, tickets are issued the 
teacher all. She alone cognizant 
the number children who are receiving 
this service free charge. The money 
thus collected used supplement the 
food furnished the surplus commodities. 
was and the purpose the project 
furnish complete meal the children. 


Types Service 


the school lunch program there are 
three types service that can given: 


Number Complete lunch; this consists 
fully balanced meal. 
Number One hot dish; this program 


used with the children bringing additional food 
from their homes. 

Number Noncooking; this program the 
children receive during recreation part the 
food such apples, etc., furnished the surplus 
commodities.

“Does the surplus commodities supply 
sufficient amount food serve the 
above menu?”

comparing the menu and the surplus 
commodity sheet note certain 
materials must supplied, such milk, 
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cabbage, rice, etc. Naturally the surplus 
commodities will vary, and the menus will 
vary accordingly order that the mate- 
rials which are surplus that time may 
used. 


Cost Additional Materials 


Over period one year have 
found while serving average approxi- 
mately 145 persons per day the cost 
additional food, fuel, and replacement 
equipment has been approximately $100 
per month. have been able furnish 
this without any additional burden the 
parish. Due few donations persons 
realizing the worth this important 
project have been able pay all the 
bills encountered its operation. 


Benefits the 


Due the fact that serve the 
average 145 children total school 
enrollment 176 children have been 
able reduce the lunch hour one hour 
and also give the children half hour 
supervised outdoor recreation. The 
Sisters charge the school have 
arranged their work that while one group 
Sisters takes lunch the other group 
supervises the lunch the children. While 
the latter group Sisters take lunch the 
first group Sisters supervises the chil- 
dren’s recreation. this way the children 
are assured some outdoor recreation 
and are able dismiss them one half 
hour earlier. 


Benefits the Children 


Much the surprise many people 
this program has been great benefit 
the Sisters the teaching both religion 
and etiquette. practical applica- 
tion prayers before and after meals. 
When all the children have secured their 
lunch, which served cafeteria style, 
the Sister charge then leads the children 
prayer. When the meal finished the 
bell rings and again prayers are said. 
need not added that this age when 
hear much “learning doing” 
that this excellent way teach 
children say their meal prayers. the 
line etiquette. the children are 
the proper use knife, fork, and napkin. 
They also receive very fine training 
taking their meals with group, train- 
ing which will great benefit 
them afterlife. 


Testimony Parents 


have found also that this program 
decreased the problem parents feed- 
ing their children. Due the fact that 
the children are eating with group and 
also due the fact that the food well 
cooked the parents have testified that the 
children eat great variety food and 
longer give the trouble “Johnnie, you 
must eat your spinach.” parent 
fourth-grade youngster said, child 
now eats great variety vegetables 
which would not touch before, such 
cabbage, rice, carrots, etc.” parent 
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first-grade youngster testified: his 
first year school our child has developed 
taste for well-balanced diet consisting 
many vegetables, and has gained great 
the table.” 


Testimony Teachers 


have also found that since the chil- 
dren are eating good hot lunch their 
work school has improved. The children 
who have been receiving 
well-balanced, and well-cooked meal 
noon are more alert and better fitted 
their schoolwork. 

The case here stated concerns second- 
grade child who carried cold lunch 
school because her parents insisted that 
she could eat very few things. After 
short time she was able eat with the 
other children much the delight her 
teacher who states: “Gloria, shy little 
girl who would not play the games with the 
other children and who found hard

York Times gave first-page publicity and additional four 
and half columns its study history American high 
schools, colleges, and universities.

“Required courses usually kill interest the subject and 
cause much resentment that requirements must set very 
low.”

art, American philosophy, and American economic history are 
available, few students will escape some contact with the

First, period was devoted the giving 
short reports, and each child finished 
his contribution, was diagnosed for good 
and bad qualities. The children responded 
generously during this period constructive 
criticism, praising clear, distinct speech, in- 
teresting accounts, poise, etc., and correcting 
faults poor grammar, mumbling, and man- 
nerisms. anyone else should try this same 
thing, will notice that nearly all, not all, 
the essentials for giving good oral report are 
brought light the children. However, 
the teacher should supply any necessary 
points that the children might overlook.

The num- 
ber misspellings was 14,346, which per- 
centage error nearly 12. 

study® 1256 third-grade letters writ- 
ten principally outside the school and com- 
prising more than 100,000 running words, 
2928 different words were tabulated, 1646 
which had been misspelled 8504 times. The 
percentage error was 8.43. 

Table gives data also investigations 
fourth-, fifth-, and sixth-grade letters* written 
principally life outside the school. This 
table shows that fourth-grade children made 
6018 spelling mistakes 87,690 running 
words. This percentage error 6.9. 
They misspelled 1553 the 3327 different 


words used. Fifth-grade children made 7112. 


spelling mistakes writing 168,188 running 
words, percentage error 4.2. They 
misspelled 1820 the 4705 different words 
used. Sixth-grade children made 7012 spell- 
ing mistakes writing 205,028 running 
words. This percentage error 3.42. 
They misspelled 1871 the 5575 different 
words used.

running words. They comprised 61.13 per 
cent the total number running words 
written. 

The composite 100 most frequently 
missed words for the five grades and their 
repetitions accounted for 47.36 per cent 
the total running words used and 39.19 per 
cent the spelling errors made writing the 
682,082 running words. 


Types Word Difficulty 


The frequent types spelling errors are 
interesting and valuable the classroom 
teacher order that she may understand the 
difficulties learners. 

Words such you, and, and (see Table 
used comparatively often but with low 
index difficulty are among the words most 
frequently misspelled. Special care should 
taken the teaching these words. Some 
the mistakes spelling these simple words 
were due carelessness and illegibility.

Attention the formation letters gen- 
erally helpful instruction those who 
make this type error.

The other New York 
schools are Lincoln School Teachers Col- 
lege and Evander Childs High School which 
are carrying out similar programs. 

The teaching methods Corpus Christi 
School are quite advanced and the system, 
under the direction the Dominican Sisters, 
lends itself well the Latin-American pro- 
gram. Classes are conducted informally with 
student, rather than the teacher, presiding. 
From the first grade on, the students are ac- 
customed participating without -self-con- 
sciousness all classroom discussions. These 
discussions, incidentally, are based broad 
readings rather than the studying 
single textbook. 

Right now much the wall space each 
room occupied with brightly colored map 
South America and with striking murals 
made children even young third 
graders. The art work not the only visible 
evidence the Latin-American 
The same third graders have collected pic- 
tures their southern neighbors work and 
play well examples their handicraft 
efforts. One child brought some coffee beans 
the exhibit, another small religious 
statue. 

Motion pictures, field trips, lectures, music 
appreciation, and folk dancing all contribute 
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the program. Not long ago groups the 
children attended Macy’s 
Fair and inspected Gimbel’s Peruvian exhibit. 
Brother Theophilis, the Brothers the 
Christian School, Colombia, South America, 
talked the students the geography 
Colombia, its education, and its present 
The United States Office 
Education sent Mrs. Irma Labastille, special- 
ist music and art South America, 
speak these two subjects. The students 
also have had access pertinent radio 
scripts. 

The Grace Line provided motion picture 
the west coast South America sound 
and technicolor. one Voz reporter puts 
it, 

Through the magic motion pictures our nar- 
rator took trip from New York through 
the Panama Canal, then down the west coast 
South America far Valparaiso. our first 
port stop Colombia saw 
method loading unripened bananas into the 
ship’s stopped Guayaquil where 
saw both the old and new civilization South 
America then Quito which the oldest capital 
the new world. inland trip took 
Lima, city beautiful churches and modern 
hotels and clubs and intriguing etc. 


studying the products South America, 
one the classes used clever approach, the 
Jack and Jill magazine story, 
Family Visit South America.” With large 
map and globe their chief articles bag- 
gage, the students traveled with the New- 
berry family and supplemented the story with 
other readings.

method education and the governmental

Conse- 
quently, the Latin American colonies did not 
grow into nations small, independent farmers, 
ours did. 


real understanding the Good-Neighbor 
Policy has been grasped the student who 
wrote the following: 


The rise able and unscrupulous compe- 
titor democracy, Nazi Germany, 
courted favor ardently with 
trade and propaganda, has aroused our alarm. 
realize that the independence the Latin

tion all the Latin-American nations vital 
this great task. 

Yet the “Good Neighbors” know very little 
one another. The Latin Americans have learned 
about largely through our movies. We, for 
our part, think their countries lands 
jungle, fever, revolution, and poverty-stricken 
peons. 

But Latin America all those things and 
thousand more. embraces life the Negro 
Republic Haiti and also Argentina. Not 
merely the solitary peaks the Andes and the 
vast jungles Brazil separate the peaceful 
Indian villages Guatemala from the boulevard 
cafes Rio, but deep chasm thinking 
well. Put Mexican peon the main street 
Montevideo and will more lost than you 

last are gradually becoming aware that 
these are twenty different nations proud their 
own cultures and rich resources and mindful 
their great potentialities. They may need our 
protection, but need their help this hemi- 
sphere remain part the world where 
democratic institutions can flourish.

child needs proper start. With this 
mind, have group demonstration lesson 
common nouns. For instance, put the word 
tramp the board, and ask the pupils 
think many words they can 
describe tramp. Various suggestions are 
offered, such lazy, slouchy, sluggish, and 
unkempt. evaluate the fitness each 
adjective and try visualize the picture 
presented. 

Our next step try find strong ex- 
pressive words. Our aim originality. this 
instance usually gather great variety 
expressions, the unkempt vagabond swag- 
gered, staggered, stalked, teetered, loitered, 
limped, raved, sauntered, hobbled, puttered, 
chuckled, snorted. Next, try find 
many words can for the overworked 
words said and asked. find wide 
variety yelled, whined, groaned, pleaded, 
gasped, shouted, jeered, whispered, 
insisted, murmured, demanded, questioned, 


inquired. Too, find many 
possible for house, and discuss the sur- 
roundings and situation; perhaps even the 
furnishings the place each word brings 
mind, hovel, palace, igloo, abode, hacienda, 
shanty, shack, etc. Then 
synonyms into use. 

“They poured out their homes: the 
beggar from hovel, the actress from her 
palace, the Eskimo from his igloo, the 
merchant from his beautiful abode, the 
swarthy Mexican from his hacienda, city 
stepped out see the president the 
nation.” 

The next day’s assignment consists five 
simple noun-and-verb sentences build up. 
The result vitalizing these skeletons are 
amazing: write the best thoughts the 
board, talk them over, enjoy them, attack 
them from all angles, and visualize them; 
try find many reasons possible 
why should carry original expressions into 
our daily chatter. The session ends resolv- 
ing aim originality. The next day 
usually ask the group how many have remem- 
bered their yesterday’s resolution. Most 
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the pupils have tried and are proud their 
achievement. course, words praise and 
encouragement are order. 

For period two weeks drop that 
type work entirely lest the class become 
tired. begin reading books required 
the state curriculum. Each 
own book with open eyes and critical mind. 
picturesque phrases, expressive verbs, whole 
sentences that likes and, summarily, 
have meeting compare our findings with 
one another. keep, ‘individually, little 
notebook words intend use our 
speaking and writing. Too, for this work 
read Ruskin’s King the Golden River; 
Hawthorne’s Great Stone Face Grand- 
father’s Chair; Poe’s Masque the Red 
Death; Longfellow’s Evangeline; and others. 
The members the class 
ambitious cull expressive thoughts and are 
eager tell the reasons for their choice. 
Groups words making personal appeal, 
presenting new ideas, expressing 
thought more graphically picturesquely 
than usual are often their choice. This 
exercise develops the children perma- 
nent interest learning vividly expressed 
thoughts and zeal for the subject. That 
our first phase. encourage the class read 
extensively and place library table 
collection good books for their leisure. For 
our classwork, however, proceed with rigid 
grammar and punctuation. 

April, attack creative writing with 
concentrated effort. paraphrase and write 
precis. put the blackboard the following 
three rules for paraphrasing: 

Paraphrasing must clear, 

must contain all the thoughts the 
original passage, 

must not contain any idea not the 
original. 

After paraphrasing, try précis writing. 
tell them, one third the 
original paraphrase. the result 
intelligent reading, clear thinking, concise 
writing. 

Directions for précis writing: 

Read the selection carefully enough and 
often enough grasp the leading thought 
chief idea. 

Give the selection title which will 
indicate its contents. 

not leave out any essential thought 
idea. 

Omit all unimportant details and ideas. 

Put the summary the fewest and 
simplest words. 

Carefully revise your first draft make 
shorter, crisper, and more accurate. 

this time, the class eager write, 
eager express their own views, eager let 
the rest the class members know what 
interesting things they have say. When the 
pupils have reached the height interest, 
give them wide range topics with the 
understanding that they would like write 
about topic they understand better than the 
assignment, they may feel free choose it. 
Too, have looseleaf notebook, and all the 
exceptionally good articles are put into that 
book. The class enthusiastic, and I’ve been 
gratified find them writing free verse 
colorful essays after seeing something sug- 
gestive, without its having been made 
assignment. 

Thus they have learned the science and art

Truly blessed and happy were those persons 
who received from Jesus Himself the forgive- 
ness their sins. was our Lord’s greatest 
pleasure make others happy. But did 
not only think the people who lived His 
all the members His Mystical Body, who 
through human frailty would become spirit- 
ually commit venial more 
so, those who would very unfortunate 
as. lose His friendship entirely become 
spiritually dead mortal sin.

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Geometry Thrilling 


Help for the Beginning Teacher 
Sister the Holy Cross (Canada) 


The first year taught geometry, although 
knew the theorems and problems well, 
kept thinking hazy sort way, “Just 
how much will the pupils remember when the 
examination comes?” had taught each 
theorem thoroughly. That’s just it. had 
taught them geometry. Every day had the 
proposition and the drawing for the new 
theorem the blackboard, ready 
taught. And teach did—with gusto! The 
gasoline pump was work and the tanks were 
being filled passively not painfully. 

The next day the gasoline tanks could give 
back the entire theorem beautifully! The dear 
little things even often used the very words 
the book which certainly had not 
done! 

Hm-m. Then woke up. much 
abhor the memorizing method, was unwitt- 
ingly inducing the pupils use it. 

broached the subject more experi- 
enced teacher friend mine. She solved part 
problem. 

“Use grammar, analysis, find what 
given and what must proved,” she advised. 
“The principal clause always what want 
prove, and the rest (the subordinate clauses 
the phrases) tell what given.” 

That was happy revelation! But then 
pupils often forgot which was given and 
which was proved. Letter gave 
the key this problem. Principal clause and 
Prove both begin with these are the 
two that together. 

From then geometry classes took 
new meaning. The thought dawned upon 
that much could done the pupils, 
why not the entire theorem, step step? 
(With very little direction.) 

Since the pupils could now find what 
given and what proved, why could 
they not the entire theorem themselves, 
step step? From then never had the 
drawing ready for the pupils. After they’ve 
underlined their principal clause (to prove) 
and put brackets about the dependent clauses 
the phrases (given), was easy for them 
make their own drawing. They draw the 
parts given. Then should there more con- 
struction lines necessary (not the proposi- 
tion) they’ll not forget draw these 
construction lines, i.e., dotted. 

Next, how begin our proof? tell the 
pupils: neighbor has given you pail 
fresh blueberries. You have those blueberries 
the house and nothing else with which 
make pie filling. Your mother asks you 
make pies. What kind will you make?” 

“Blueberry pie, course.” 

“Right You’re good guessers! Well 
this theorem what have you work with?” 

the pupils don’t see the point, tell an- 
other story: give you board and nails 
and hammer and tell you hammer the 
board the wall. What will you use 
the work? What tools, etc.?” 

“Hammer, board, and nails,” they supply, 
while some will say, given us.” 

“Well, it’s the same geometry. You must 
use what given, other words, what you 
have. Now since you can find what given, 


grammatically, how will you always work out 
your proof? With what tools information?” 

“With what given us.” 

“Correct. And the first meaningful line 
your proof will always something like this: 
‘Since this given, therefore something 
follows.’ 

The rest the proof relatively easy, 
following cause-and-effect method from one 
step another. The only real meaning danger 
lies with the last line. Pupils get lost; they 
forget how end, where end; they 
ramble definitely cut short before the 
end. Solution? Always end with your “to 
prove.” not, there’s something wrong. 
emphasize the point here another story: 
“You are accused murder. You want 
prove you are not guilty. The trial goes 
and on. When will your efforts come 
end?” 

“When I’ve proved I’m not guilty,” the 
pupil readily answers. 

“Likewise geometry,” tell them, 
say die until your last line can logically 
what you started out prove.” 

far I’ve theorized. Now let’s become 
practical. Take Theorem III, Book II, 
Wentworth and Smith: 

the same circle equal circles, 
two arcs are equal, they are subtended 
equal chords; and two arcs are unequal, 
the greater subtended the greater chord. 

There are obviously two parts this, but 
take these separately and here will confine 
myself one part only.

Here the question may arise: Since the 
proposition states, “In the same circle 
equal circles, how does one know when 
draw single circle and when draw two? 
very simple. least Wentworth and 
Smith, always draw two circles such 
case, except when the proposition speaks 
chords unequally distant 
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from the center. This eliminates another 
difficulty. 

Now ask the pupils: “Is there any other 
construction that might help you arrive 
your proof?” 

The dullest can here suggest radii. 

“Very likely. and draw these.” 

Since the radii are not stated the proposi- 
tion, the pupil readily draws these con- 
struction lines. 


Teacher: Now, how you suppose this 
theorem proved? 

Most pupils will see that through 
congruency triangles. 

Teacher: What shall use prove it? 

Here you may may not receive the 
correct answer. not, refer the blueberry 
pie. kind pie did you make?” With 
duller classes have refer this day after 
day, until becomes standing joke but 
whether takes three days thirteen, 
inevitably bears fruit. 

Pupil: use what you have, what 
given, work out your proof. 

Teacher: Good! knew you knew it! (Even 
it’s the thirteenth day.) Now what your 
given? 

Pupil: The arcs are given equal. 

Teacher: Very well. and mark the 
equal arcs. 


Teacher: Now are use these given 
equal arcs reach our proof, who can tell 
what other fact equal arcs tell us? 

Pupil: Equal arcs subtend equal central 
angles. 

Teacher: Before mark these angles 
equal, look sharply whether the central angles 
being equal will help toward congruency 
the triangles. 

(After one week most two three, 
the pupils longer require such minute 
coaching, but I’m putting all the sub- 
questions that will necessary during the 
very first lessons 

The pupil marks the central angles equal. 

Teacher: Mark other equal parts. (Pupil 
also marks the radii equal.) 

Teacher: Have all need for con- 
gruency? 

Pupil: Yes. Two sides and the included 
angle. (Most pupils saw this from the start.) 

Teacher (heaving sigh): our proof 

wait for the reaction. Some are content, 
others not. 

Bright Pupil: Our proof not finished, be- 
cause that’s not what started out prove! 

Teacher: What there prove then? 

Pupil: That the chords are equal. 

Teacher: Very well, who can see why the 
chords are equal?

Boys react this puzzling-it-out method 
baseball game, especially when you 
tell them they don’t have take their 
geometry home! but you find the odd girl 
who wants sneak her book home 
“memorize” her theorem even after all this!

Suffice say, “Don’t study your geometry,” 
for some who perhaps never studied 
before start in, through suspicious curiosity. 

However, whatever their reason may be, 
check memorizing, intelligent otherwise, 
never require the pupils write give 
orally complete theorem first. give 
them curative tests instead, something like 
the one below. times use known material, 
especially intricate converse theorems where 
memory help all. other times use 
original problems they’ve never seen.

Art With Religion Grade

the beginning the year, the possibili- 
ties integrated program hinging around 
the religious instruction, seemed not only 
offer wealth material which the chil- 
dren were interested and with which work, 
but also give promise vitalizing their 
interests the varied activities the 
classroom. 

The religion program which present 
being introduced into our grade schools not 
only suggests correlation throughout the pro- 
gram the primary and grammar grades, but 
also offers wider range for correlative activ- 
ities than was possible under former methods. 
There actually more natural transfer 
ideas from the one branch learning the 
others because the method itself inculcates 
the use analogy and comparative devices. 
These made possible interesting and helpful 
transfer related ideas the language work 
and the social studies the fourth grade. 

the correlation art with religion, 
was found that the use pictures persons, 
part the final activities each unit, was 
helpful guide the summing the 
general idea. The influence having pictured 
graphically before them the subjects which 
had been studied and discussed, made the class 
whole feel the satisfaction definite 
accomplishment, and aided the slower group 
fuller and clearer understanding the 
concepts involved. 

The artwork carried connection with 
the religion units was value not only from 
the religious and artistic viewpoints, but also 
from the language point view promoting 
discussion. fact the art and the language 
lessons carried were closely correlated 
that they will hardly bear separation the 
discussion. 

The use art means clinching the 
main ideas was used the end the very 
first unit taught. After the main factors were 
mastered, each child was asked draw 
picture the part the unit which

There was very little technical instruction 
given the children previous the making 
the frieze. The class group had learned 
rule spaces for lettering. Now four pupils 
were chosen and taught how measure the 
marginal spaces, between which the space that 
the group would use continuous picture 
plane was left. Before they began the transfer 
their pictures this plane, the foreground, 
middle distance, and background pictures 
generally, was explained; not terms 
color, however, because was felt that flat 
tone effects would more easily handled 
chalk medium this time; but terms 
perspective: that is, the children were told 
that things near were placed low the picture 
plane and were large; things the middle 
distance were placed higher the picture 
plane and were smaller; things the back- 
ground were far away, they were placed 
highest the picture plane and were smallest 
size. These facts were illustrated the 
blackboard using objects such telephone 
poles, men and trees examples. The 
example road receding into the distance 
was also given illustration the same 
principle. They were asked they had seen 
the comic strip which showed little Henry 
flagging the train, only tell the engineer, 
that kept going the train would 
wrecked because “all the tracks ran together 
ahead.” Some had seen but had not 
got the gist before was explained 
them. 

One religion period was allowed the group 
for the general layout, which was drawn 
directly with white chalk. For the most part 
the children worked with easy assurance. 
When was said that would easier 
correct mistakes chalk were used instead 
pencil, one lad remarked, “We won’t make 
many mistakes, Sister,” and they did not. 

The enthusiasm with which the children 
worked and with which each looked forward 
the satisfactory completion his idea gave 
strength the argument Beatrice Boyle 
her article correlated art, which she 
says that: 

“Art for art’s sake completely enjoy- 
able experience for the average child but 
cannot sustain the interest definitely 
correlated program. child will undoubtedly 
derive much good from drawing painting

Our work was planned that the culmina- 
tion the unit which dealt with the coming 
the Redeemer would the weeks just 
preceding the Christmas holidays. had 
planned make booklets which keep 
the paragraphs wrote connection with 
the unit. Our artwork was the making 
covers for the booklets. the outset 
our plans, however, were reminded 
one the group, which had not worked 
the first frieze, that they had been told that 
they could make frieze the end this 
unit. When all realized that this had been 
the case they immediately began discuss 
the subject matter and the medium 
used. Since the art the first unit had been 
done group selected for the merits the 
work individuals, those who were work 
this second project were naturally the 
less-gifted children. was suggested that

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they could make very pleasing Christmas

They thought that rather 
than make booklets they would prefer 
make the cut-paper design had been sug- 
gested. decided that this design could 
made fit the mounting space above the 
blackboard the front the room. roll 
white shelf paper was obtained and the 
work begun. The children worked together 
four groups—one making the letters, one 
the shepherds, another the Wise Men, and 
the fourth the city Bethlehem with the star 
above it. Two boys were chosen measure 
the margins and assemble the pieces for 
pasting. Very few corrections were needed 
and those few were make the hills the 
background come together evenly. 

While this was being done the other group 
worked the same theme with crayon. was 
during the making the crayon frieze that 
one the girls was heard remark “O, look 
the way Eleanor uses her crayon! Those 
bold strokes make the whole hill look more 
She had learned not only appre- 
ciate technique such, but also express 
her appreciation terms keeping with 
the subject about which she spoke. 

Part the group attempted tell the 
stories the births John the Baptist and 
the Saviour. this well the other 
section the crayon work the effect the 
different mediums upon the work the chil- 
dren clearly shown. They were not told 
mix their colors make the grass the hill- 
sides but did with conscious determina- 
tion which produced pleasing effect. The 
class whole had had much practice 
creative art from the first through the third 
grade and they always preferred work 
independently. They definitely did not enjoy 
pattern work. 

Another project that was successfully com- 
pleted this time was crib set. This was 
Sister Rose Aurelia during winter art course. 
The little figures dressed Bohemian peasant 
costumes were drawn smooth wood. Be- 
cause had jig saw school was 
necessary that the cutting out the separate 
pieces done for the children with saw 
that Sister had the Academy. This cutting 
was done before the children colored the 
figures. Bright colors were put 
with crayon. There were children the 
class and each child had been allowed 
choose his subject: the Child the Crib, 
St. Joseph, our Lady, the shepherds, little 
children, sheep, etc. There were number 
each. Some the children made several 
figures and one child made almost complete 
set. From them were chosen the pieces that 
were use the room. The others were 
taken home the children, several whom 
duplicated the sets stiff cardboard and 
had them under their own trees. Our own 
set was laid semicircular space white 
paper with blue and silver figure. Placed 
under the Christmas tree was pleasingly 
effective. 
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The last frieze made was that dealing 
with the public life Christ. The 
part goes beyond the scope the relj. 
gion unit because the children had 
and thought much about the Passion during 
Lent, and because they were working 
Easter time and wanted portray the 
Resurrection and Ascension 
itself naturally would lead them do. 

have heard many discuss the advisability 
allowing little children attempt the 
drawing sacred persons, particularly 
our Lord and His Blessed Mother. Before 
beginning the work this last project 
thought would wise find out what the 
children thought about it. broached the 
subject telling them that for the 
rection and Ascension scenes they could just 
show the empty tomb the crowd looking 
heaven. Some thought that would 
all right but others asked, about His 
public life? How would tell the story with- 
out drawing Christ?” One said, looked 
like His disciples, didn’t He, Sister? Why 
can’t make Him look like them?” They 
talked for some time about it. Some thought 
they really could not make very good 
picture, but the argument was clinched when 
Edward said very decidedly, 
see why couldn’t try it, Sister. might 
not turn out good, but anyway He’d know 
tried.” 

When they were told that everyone the 
room was going have something with 
the finishing the project and that the best 
thing would choose committees 
for the different tasks was this same lad 
who said, “Sister, had club last year 
and had meetings. Couldn’t have 
meeting decide these things because then 
more orderly.” They were told that 
they could and the choosing the groups 
began. The class knew who were the best 
draftsmen and chose these make the 
general layout, the individual members the 
group deciding together which pictures they 
were going draw. They also decided how 
arrange the subject matter which had been 
chosen the class whole. Another 
group was chosen color the pictures and 
third the lettering. They also decided 
that those who drew the pictures were 
supervise the coloring because one child 
put it, “How are going know what all 
the lines mean?”

Great care was taken the children 
place the nests nearly the same position 
that which they were when found; the 
robin’s nest was placed the crotch the 
tree; the nests yellow warbler and 
vireo, the kingbird and cardinal, and even 
dainty little hummingbird’s nest were de- 
posited the spreading top branches; the 
orioles’ nests were hung near the ends the 
highest branches, while the brown thrasher 
and his near relative the thrush had their 
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Homes Birds and Insects Displayed 
the Sand Table. 


nests placed low branches substitute 
for bushes. 

The swallows’ nests, the solitary wasps’ 
nests, and also the nests other birds that 
make their homes the ground low 
bushes were arranged beneath the tree. 
Homes birds which the children either 
could not find carry school, such 
the woodpecker’s were 
modeled from clay. 

Some the children brought worms and 
caterpillars glass jars and, after feeding 
them green leaves for few days, had the 
thrilling happiness seeing them build their 
own homes, cocoons, and chrysalises. These 
were made grace the open space beneath 
the tree. 

The nests were carefully labeled, and when 
possible, the picture the bird was brought 
the children, cut out, and placed near its 
nest. When the children were doubt about 
the real owner the bird’s nest insect 
home, they referred their bird and insect 
books the classroom library and most 
cases were able identify them quite 
correctly. 

preserve the nests which were quite 
loosely built from falling apart, painted 
them the outside with shellac. 

outcome this project, each child 
was given opportunity make oral 
report his observations and findings, and 
also the little inhabitants the homes 
found. 

All all, the project provided numerous 
opportunities for research work, and many oc- 
casions for cooperation among members 
different groups. 

gave the children deeper insight into 
the secrets nature; many dubious ideas 
about homes insects were clarified; 
also, gave them greater appreciation and

Now that war again upon us, many who 
speak the name science make brave prom- 
Science, they say, will give arms, produce 
new sources power, and destroy disease.

ends, and allowing young people remake the 
world. 

one doubts that the world should re- 
engines, warmer houses, and cooler 
Will books which proclaim such things 
great goals greatly benefit our youth? 

Yates would answer yes, and backs 
his assertion with hints great monetary 
rewards Science Calls Youth (Appleton- 
Century, $2). also makes some disparaging 
remarks about graduate training, and shows 
that his attention focused 
nologic use science, not upon science per se. 
With this bias, his rosy little book seems likely 
mislead young people who not know what 
too literally. 

More valuable How Things Work, 
Harrison $2.75). Professor Harrison 
photosynthesis, color, electric lighting, 
liberation energy, and many other subjects 
clear and straightforward manner. explains 
the processes involved and gives causes, when 
they are known. His book will 
reference reading junior high schools. Teachers 
may want use his Atoms Action (Morrow, 
$3.50) for added information. 

Alfred Morgan’s First Radio Book for Boys 
(Appleton-Century, $2) has two objects. First, 
must tell how radio works, terms compre- 
hensible 12-year-old. Second, provides 
such boy with plans which may con- 
struct efficient but inexpensive receiving set. 
The book thus effectively combines applied phys- 
ical science with interesting shopwork. 

The Boy’s Book Magnetism, Yates 
(Harper’s, $2) might have been called “Stunts 
With Magnets.”

its best, magnetism vastly overworked many’ 


science courses; dwell upon its mystery makes 
matters worse. need understanding, not open- 
mouthed awe. 

Though science not synonymous with tech- 
nology, one can deny that applications 
have produced inventions which have 
changed the whole form human culture, pro- 
ducing our modern civilization. should know 
these inventions and understand their develop- 
ment. For this there ‘better guide than 
Agnes Rogers’ richly illustrated called 
From Man Machines (Little, Brown, $2.50). 
traces inventions which permit mass produc- 
tion food and power, speedy travel, long- 
distance communication, and other essentials 
modern life. Miss Rogers’ survey factual, with- 
out rhapsodies regrets for misuse. 

Every science course uses biographical readings, 
some which are painfully dull. This cannot 
said Doctor Wood, William Seabrook 
(Harcourt, $3.75). breezy, even slangy, 
biography physicist who probably knows 
more about light than any other human being. 
also versatile fellow who has played 
pranks German police, has studied Tutank- 
hamen’s red gold, and has debunked 
effective antidote the fuzzy-minded 
professor who conditions too much 
juvenile thinking. 


Whittling Boy (Harcourt), Roger Bur- 
lingame gives impressionistic but credible and 
moving biography Eli Whitney, who applied

SCHOOL PLAYGROUND RESURFACING 
ST. LOUIS

Prior 1937 the schoolyard playgrounds 
St. Louis were composed principally 
loose chat limestone rock. Some the 
yards had been treated with road oil for dust 
proofing, but for the most part were very 
rough. Other surfaces were brick, and 
few the yards were simply clay mud. These 
types playgrounds offered very little pro- 
tection the kiddies during their play 
periods and were responsible for end 
discomfort the way bruises and cuts. 
Falls taken brick were likely serious 
and bad weather the clay surfaces could 
not used all. Due these conditions 
the need for improved type surface for 
the yards became apparent. 

1930 various experiments were tried 
with the older types asphalt such hot 
and cut-back asphalts. Because the “bleed- 
ing” these types and the necessity the 
use sand limestone dust for blotting the 
asphalts, they did not prove satisfactory. 

fter much consideration the various types 
available was decided resurface the yards 
with bituminous surface. With due thought 
toward economy emulsified 


was selected the bituminous 
best suited the purposes.

The emulsified asphalt was mixed with 
local limestone and sand aggregate, with con- 
crete mixers the site the job. Mixing 
and laying was handled the WPA. The 
design was worked out the school board 
under the direction Mr. Neil Campbell, 
engineer, with the aid Bitucote Products 
Co., engineers, and the work was carried out 
under the supervision Mr. Ray Van De- 
vere, WPA superintendent. spite the 
fact that the labor was unskilled, short 
time the men were turning out quite profes- 
sional jobs surprisingly low cost. Their 
work was recognized one the most 
worth-while WPA projects the district. 

The emulsified asphalt, through its ability 
mixed cold, offered flexibility han- 
dling that was exceptionally beneficial for this 
type work. heating was necessary. The 
emulsified asphalt was brought the job 
55-gal. drums and used needed. loss 
was involved due shutdown periods, pre- 
caused damp aggregate 

The average treatment consisted total 
in. thickness made with 4-in. base 


top. The 4-in. base was with 


coarse rock and covered with 
The top was premixed limestone and 
sand over which was placed thin seal 


sand, limestone screenings, and emulsion. The 
total amount emulsified asphalt per square 
yard ran appreximately gal. and there 
was about 400 rock used per square 
yard. The operations progressed smoothly 
with minimum loss time. Though the work 
was done for the most part unskilled 
the men soon became very competent mix. 
ing and laying the mix that very short 
time they were turning out work excellent 
quality. 

Over the past four years there have been 
total 400,000 square yards surfacing 
spread throughout some 100 schoolyards. 
this were included tennis courts, parking 
areas, driveways, etc. All are good condi- 
tion and wearing well with ill effects from 
weather and use. 

Through this work the school children 
St. Louis have been provided with tough, 
resilient, all-weather surfaces which have in- 
creased their playtime and which they use 
advantage, minus the hazards offered the 
old loose-stone surface. The finish smooth, 
though nonskid, and easy the eyes 
offers glare. The yards are easily lined 
and marked for various games and blend 
with the shrubs, trees, and plants that 
many cases border them.
